FORTY  years  ago  a  farm  lad 
started  growing  blackberries 
and  trying  to  improve  the 
strain  by  choice  of  the  best 
ones.  He  had  been  raised 
there  on  the  old  home  farm  in  Clark 
County  and  had  started  a  course  in 
engineering  at  the  Ohio  .State  Uni¬ 
versity,  but  his  health  broke  down; 
and  before  he  got  his  degree,  he  was 
forced  to  give  up  his  books  and  leave 
college  halls  behind  him.  He  then 
came  back  to  the  paternal  farm  and 
there  he  started  with  a  little  patch, 
half  an  acre,  of  blackberries. 

Today  it  is  one  of  the  largest 
Nurseries  and  Seed  Houses  in  the  State. 
Besides  this  the  farm  feeds  out  300 
steers  and  1000  Hampshire  hogs  every 
year,  keeps  three  dairy  herds  of 
Holstein  and  Ayrshire  Cattle,  main¬ 
tains  a  125  acre  Orchard  of  Apples 
and  Peaches  and  keeps  50  to  75  men 
busy  on  the  1400  acres  which  center 
about  that  old  home  with  its  black¬ 
berry  patch. 

This  is  the  story  of  W.  N.  Scarff,  of 
New  Carlisle,  one  of  Ohio’s  Master 
Farmers  of  1927,  who  passed  away  in 
January  of  this  year  at  his  White 
Oaks  farm.  He  had  built  up  one  of 
the  great  outstanding  establishments 
of  rural  Ohio.  To  honor  him  as  one 
of  Ohio’s  Master  Farmers  is  but 
small  memorial  in  comparison  with 
the  monument  he  has  built  up  through 
his  own  efforts  in  more 
than  four  decades.

Wherever. you  have  a  few  feet  of  space  in  the  garden  you  can  plant  Strawberries  and  feel  well  repaid  by 
having  an  abundance  of  their  delicious  fruit  in  season.
